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Final  $1  Million  Needed 
To  Complete  New 
Building 


The  Building  Fund  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  will  need  an  additional 
$1,000,000  to  cover  the  programmed 
construction  costs  of  the  new  educa¬ 
tional  wing.  This  substantial  sum, 
consequently,  must  be  raised  in 
order  to  meet  the  financial  obliga¬ 
tions  that  are  already  committed  and 
others  that  will  accrue  as  the  job 
proceeds.  During  1979  the  expenses 
will  be .  continuous  and  a  constant 
flow  of  cash  will  be  required  to  cover 
the  constructions  bills  as  they  fall 
due. 

Morse  Diesel  Corporation,  our  build¬ 
ing  contractor,  is  scheduling  the  various 
subcontractors  (electrical,  heating, 
plumbing,  masonry,  etc.)  and  each  of 
these  trades  will  have  to  be  paid  in 
a  timely  manner. 

What  does  this  mean?  Simply  this: 
every  member  of  the  synagogue  family 
is  hereby  urged  to  respond  to  this  call 
for  assistance  and  to  do  so  promptly! 
The  Building  Committee,  the  officers 
and  trustees,  the  professional  staff 
are  working  diligently  to  contact 
members  on  an  individual  basis,  seek¬ 
ing  their  help.  However,  there  are 
nearly  1,000  families  in  the  congrega¬ 
tion  and  it  is  impossible  for  each  one 
to  be  contacted  personally.  One 
seemingly  easy  solution  to  the  problem 
would  be  to  assess  every  family  unit 
$1,000,  but  while  this  would  be  the 
mathematical  solution,  it  is  not  the 
correct  answer.  Many  families  and

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There  Are  No  Minor 
Holidays 

When  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin 
reaches  you,  our  community,  our  city 
and  our  country  will  be  bedecked  and 
festooned  for  the  annual  observance 
of  the  Christmas  holiday.  The  aura 
of  the  festival  will  be  part  of  the  very 
air  we  breathe  and  all  that  reaches 
our  eyes  and  ears.  It  is  difficult,  in¬ 
deed,  to  escape  the  spirit  of  the  holi¬ 
day  that  permeates  every  part  of 
America  life.  What  is  a  small  minority 
of  the  population  to  do.  After  all,  we 
are  proud  American  citizens  always 
anxious  to  be  part  of  American  culture 
and  civilization.  Shall  we  join  our 
fellow  Americans  or  shall  we  stand  on 
the  sidelines,  unhappy  and  deprived? 

We  must  remember  that  Christmas 
is  the  most  significant  and  crucial 
religious  holiday  of  Christianity.  Its 
very  name  tells  us  that.  No  amount 
of  explaining  or  rationalizing  will 
justify  the  often  heard  comment  that 
it  is  really  not  a  religious  holiday  at 
all,  but  a  beautiful  winter  festival. 
Every  single  ritual  and  observance  is 
either  deeply  rooted  in  fundamental 
Christian  beliefs  or  has  become  identi¬ 
fied  with  them  over  the  course  of 
centuries.  The  holiday  is  bereft  of 
significance  when  the  religious  ele¬ 
ment  is  deleted  from  it  and  one  can 
understand  the  resultant  resentment 
of  our  Christian  friends  and  neighbors. 

It  so  happens  that  this  year  Hanuk- 
kah  and  Christmas  fall  at  the  same 
time.  In  Judaism  Hanukkah  was  never 
considered  a  major  festival.  There  are 
no  special  synagogue  services,  no  ces¬ 
sation  from  work  and  no  body  of 
ritual  that  surrounds  it.  It  is  a  festival 
marking  the  supremacy  of  the  spirit 
over  material  force,  even  though  it 
celebrates  a  military  victory.  But  really 
there  are  no  minor  festivals.  If 
Hanukkah  has  assumed  a  greater  im¬ 
portance  these  past  years,  it  is  all  to 
the  good.  It  gives  us  and  our  families 
an  opportunity  to  celebrate  our  own 
joyous,  warm  and  colorful  festival  in 
our  homes.  As  we  exchange  Hanukkah 
gifts,  eat  the  traditional  food  and 
enjoy  Hanukkah  parties  and  festivities, 
we  reclaim  our  own  heritage  as  a 
proud  people — aware  of  the  richness 
of  Judaism  and  happy  to  be  Jews. 

A  happy  Hanukkah  to  you  and  your 
families.

Be  Alert  To 
Missionary  Techniques 

Missionaries  are  employing  various 
techniques  to  attract  Jews  that  decep¬ 
tively  bear  Jewish  names,  symbols  and 
content.  These  have  been  recently 
publicized  by  the  Task  Force  on 
Missionary  Activity  of  the  Jewish 
Community  Relations  Council  of  New 
York.  Among  the  deceptive  techniques 
are  the  following:  “The  Jewish  Arts 
Calendar”,  put  out  by  Beth  Sar  Shalom, 
pseudonym  of  the  American  Board  of 
Missions  to  the  Jews;  records  recorded 
by  the  Liberated  Wailing  Wall  group, 
a  front  for  Jews  for  Jesus;  all  records 
bearing  the  name  “Lamb”;  the  “Kol 
Simcha”  record  put  out  by  Bnei 
Yeshua;  the  “Shema  Yisroel”  record 
featuring  Sandra  Sheskin;  the  “Shout 
for  Joy”  record  by  the  Star  of  David 
singers;  the  “Arise  and  Shine”  record 
recorded  by  the  Israelites;  all  books 
by  Mike  Evans,  head  of  the  Bnei 
Yeshua  missionary  group,  and  by  Zola 
Levitt. 

These  and  other  items  produced  by 
these  groups  may  appear  to  be 
authentic  Jewish  items,  but  their  pur¬ 
pose  is  to  lure  Jews  to  conversion. 
The  Christian  Brothers  Carpet  Clean¬ 
ing  Service  is  a  front  operation  for  the 
Church  of  Bible  Understanding,  a 
missionary-cult  group.  The  New  World 
Newspaper  is  published  by  Rev. 
Moon’s  Unification  Church.

Men’s  Club  Provides 
Hanukkah  Party  For 
The  Elderly 

On  Sunday,  December  17,  the  Men’s 
Club  in  conjunction  with  Project 
EZRA  will  sponsor  its  annual  Han¬ 
ukkah  Party  for  a  group  of  elderly 
Jewish  residents  of  the  lower  East 
Side.  The  party  will  take  place  in  the 
Lemberg  Auditorium  and,  as  in  pre¬ 
vious  years,  the  guests  will  be  clients 
of  Project  EZRA,  the  student  organi¬ 
zation  that  services  the  remaining 
members  of  a  once-sizeable  Jewish 
community. 

The  Men’s  Club  has  established  a 
link  with  the  sponsoring  organization 
and  this  annual  affair  will  once  again 
give  us  the  opportunity  to  host  a 
party  for  these  individuals.  In  addition 
to  a  traditional  meal  there  will  be 
entertainment  provided  by  students  of 
the  religious  school  and  high  school. 

This  annual  event  is  considered  to 
be  important  both  by  our  guests  and 
our  synagogue,  for  it  unites  the  gen¬ 
erations  and  our  roots  to  the  lower 
East  Side  are  revived  when  we  talk 
to  these  survivors.

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Celebrating  Hanukkah 

The  holiday  of  Hanukkah  is  cele¬ 
brated  for  eight  days,  beginning  on 
the  twenty-fifth  day  of  Kislev.  This 
year  Hanukkah  begins  on  Sunday 
night,  December  24th,  and  continues 
until  Monday,  January  1st.  On  each 
of  the  eight  nights  we  kindle  the 
“Menorah”  (or  Hanukkiah  as  it  is 
called  in  Israel)  to  commemorate  the 
miraculous  victory  of  the  Jews  over 
the  Syrian  Greeks  during  the  second 
century  B.C.E.  In  the  Talmud,  the 
Rabbis  tell  a  story  which  symbolizes 
the  victory  on  the  battlefield:  a  small 
cruse  of  oil  was  found  when  the 
Temple  was  finally  rededicated,  which 
lasted  miraculously  for  eight  days.  As 
a  small  bit  oil  cast  a  great  deal  of 
light,  so  did  just  a  few  Jews  stand 
against  the  many  and  the  mighty  to 
preserve  their  faith. 

How  are  the  Hanukkah  lights 
kindled?  We  use  a  candelabrum  that 
has  places  for  eight  lights,  in  addition 
to  a  place  for  a  ninth  which  is  called 
the  shamash.  Generally,  wax  candles 
are  used,  although  some  Menorahs  are 
made  to  be  used  with  olive  oil  and  a 
wick.  On  the  first  evening,  the  first 
candle  is  placed  on  the  right  side  of 
the  Memorah.  Then,  on  each  succeed¬ 
ing  night,  a  candle  is  added  to  the 
left.  The  shamash  is  lit  first,  the 
proper  blessings  are  said,  and  then  the 
shamash  is  used  to  kindle  the  eve¬ 
ning’s  lights.  The  kindling  always 
starts  on  the  left  with  the  candle  that 
has  been  added  for  the  new  day,  and 
continues  by  moving  on  the  right. 

The  Menorah  is  often  placed  at  a 
window  if  it  is  practical,  in  order  to 
give  public  recognition  to  God’s  de¬ 
liverance  of  the  Jews.  Special  attention 
should  be  paid  to  the  children’s  in¬ 
volvement  in  kindling  the  lights;  in 
some  families  more  than  one  Menorah 
is  lit,  with  the  children  lighting  their 
own.  On  Friday  night,  the  Hanukkah 
lights  are  kindled  before  lighting  the 
Sabbath  candles. 

In  addition  to  kindling  the  Menorah, 
many  customs  have  become  identified 
with  Hanukkah,  adding  to  the  festivi¬ 
ties.  Children,  especially,  enjoy  play¬ 
ing  with  the  dreidel — a  four-sided  top 
with  four  letters  on  it:  nun,  gimel,  heh, 
and  shin.  They  are  interpreted  to 
mean:  “Nes  gadol  Hayah  Sham”— “A 
great  miracle  happened  there”. 

Potato  pancakes  (latkes)  are  a  tradi¬ 
tional  food,  while  in  Israel  doughnuts 
(sufganiyot)  have  become  customary. 


They  are  both  cooked  in  oil,  which 
is  one  of  the  major  symbols  of  this 
holiday.  And,  in  America,  Hanukkah 
has  become  an  occasion  for  the  ex¬ 
change  of  gifts,  especially  for  children. 

With  lights,  good  food,  songs,  games 
and  gifts,  Hanukkah  is  a  festival 
which  celebrates  events  of  the  past 
and  which  is  a  cause  for  joy  each  and 
every  year!

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God, 
King  of  the  Universe,  who  per¬ 
formed  miracles  for  our  ancestors 
in  those  days,  at  this  time. 

On  the  first  night  only,  the  “Shehe- 
heyanu”  is  added: 

3.  Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu 
Melekh  Ha-olam,  sheheheyanu 
v’kee-y’  manu  v’hee-gee-anu  laz- 
man  hazeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God, 
King  of  the  Universe,  who  has 
kept  us  in  life,  sustained  us  and 
enabled  us  to  reach  this  season.

However,  we  seem  to  take  our 
synagogues  for  granted.  We  accept  our 
obligations  to  our  synagogue  by  main¬ 
taining  our  membership  and  by  making 
our  annual  dues  contributions. 

It  is  the  policy  of  our  government 
to  encourage  voluntary  giving,  and 
our  tax  laws  have  actually  been 
written  to  promote  purposeful  giving 
by  making  the  cost  to  the  donor  sur¬ 
prisingly  low. 

As  the  close  of  the  year  approaches 
and  we  begin  to  analyze  our  tax 
position,  many  of  us  find  it  advan¬ 
tageous  to  increase  our  charitable 
contributions.  Individuals  may  make 
charitable  contributions  up  to  20% 
of  their  adjusted  gross  income.  How¬ 
ever,  a  donor  who  makes  a  contribu¬ 
tion  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  may 
deduct  an  additional  30%.  In  effect, 
such  donations  can  be  made  up  to 
50%  of  one’s  adjusted  gross  income. 
Undistributed  income  of  private  char¬ 
itable  foundations  may  be  subject  to 
taxation.  This  can  be  avoided  by  a 
contribution  to  your  synagogue. 

Many  worthy  causes  clamor  for 
your  assistance.  Other  charitable 
appeals  are  often  national  in  appeal 
scope.  Your  synagogue  can  look  for 
support  only  from  its  members,  and 
friends.  We  hope  that  you  will  make 
your  commitment  to  the  Building 
Drive  before  January  1,  1979.

December  12,  at  1:00  P.M.,  the  Honorable  Herman  Badillo,  Deputy  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  New  York,  his  wife,  Irma,  Special  Assistant  to  Governor  Hugh  Carey 
for  Community  Affairs,  and  Mrs.  Sol  Fineman,  attorney  for  the  underprivileged 
in  the  courts. 

Herman  Badillo,  graduated  magna  cum  laude  from  City  College  and  cum 
laude  from  Brooklyn  Law  School,  where  he  was  class  Valedictorian  and 
a  member  of  the  Law  Review.  In  1955  he  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  Bar 
and  in  1956  he  became  a  certified  public  accountant. 

The  following  year  he  was  appointed  Deputy  Commissioner  of  New  York 
City  Department  of  Housing  Relocation.  He  was  elected  Borough  President  of 
the  Bronx  in  1965  and  he  served  in  that  office  for  four  years.  In  1970  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  where  he  served  for  seven 
years.  He  resigned  in  1978  in  order  to  become  Deputy  Mayor  for  Management 
under  Mayor  Edward  I.  Koch.  Since  1970  Mr.  Badillo  has  been  adjunct  professor 
at  Fordham  University’s  Graduate  School  of  Urban  Education.
